Washington, February 7.—(Spec‘al.)— 
The friends of the shipping bill are show- 
ing distinct signs of weakening on thelr 
boasts that the bill is going to be passed. 
For publication they are still talking 
bravely, but those tn their confidence 
‘know that they realize their opponents 
can prevent the passage of the bill at 
this session if they keep up the present 
practice only a few days longer. There 
are but nineteen working days of the 
present session remaining and the men 
who have especial interest in other legis- 
lation are beginning to call upon the re- 
publican leaders for action. 


The weakness of the republican support |, 


was, in a measure, brought out during 
Senator Morgan’s speech today. In the 
course of his remarks the Alabama sen- 
ator declared that the bili was a repub- 
lican party measure. Both Senator Alli- 
son, of Iowa, and Senator Spooner, of 
Wisconsin, repudiated this declaration. 
They declared emphatically that they 
wanted it understood that they did not 
consider the bill a parry measure. 
Republicans Uneasy. 
It has been understood all along that 


neither of these senators desired to vote ' 


for the bill, but it is the first time they 
have given expression on the floor of the 
senate to anything which would indicate 
their uneasiness over’ the position 'n 
which the advocates of the bill are plac- 
ing those republicans who do not want to 
vote ‘for it. 

The senate had both day and night ses- 
sions today, At the day session the 


‘gion appropriation bill, appropriating ~~ 


000,000,, was passed after a few minutes’ 
consideration. The ship subsidy bill was 
then taken up and Messrs. McLaurin and 
Morgan, both democrats, made speeches 
upon it. Mr. McLaurin announced his in- 
tention to support the bill and Mr. Mor- 
gan opposed it in vigorous language. He 
asked Mr. Allison for an estimate for the 
appropriations for the present session, 
and the latter replied that he thought 
the aggregate would be about $760,000,009 
Mr. Hale expressed the opinion that the 
figures would be nearly $800,000,000. 

Mr. McLaurin, of South Carolina, pre- 
sented the certificate of re-election of 
Hon. B. R. Tillman as a United States 
senator. 

The bill to pay travel allowancés on the 
discharge from the volunteer army to of- 
ficers and enlisted men of the Eleventh 
cavalry and Thirty-sixth and Thirty- 
seventh regiments of infantry, who enter- 
er the military service of the United 
States in the Philippines, was passed. The 
house also passed the bill. 

The senate also passed the following 
- bills: 

Establishing a first order light near 
Hillsboro, Fla.; providing for the erec- 
tion of a public building at Charlottes- 
ville, Va., and making an appropriation 
of $100,000. 
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The pension appropriation bill was then 
taken up and passed. 

The ship subsidy bill was then taken 
up. 

McLaurin for Subsidies. 

Mr. McLaurin, of South Carolina, spoke 
in support of the bill, basing his advo- 
cacy of, the measure upon the theory 
that thé passage of it would benefit the 
cotton growing interest of the southern 
states. He cited the action of the South- 
ern Cotton Spinners’ Association at Char- 
lotte, N. C., in urging legislation of the 
character proposed in the pending bill. 
He contended also that anything that 
would stimulate American shipping woula 
benefit not only the cotton interest. but 
all other agricultural interests. The res- 
olutions adopted at Charlotte, he said, 
typify the sentiment of the entire south 
and presage a return of the old prestige 
and prosperity of that section. 

Mr. McLaurin referred to the effect of 
the civil war upon the south, and saia 
the time had come to put aside the ani- 
mosities aroused by that struggle and 
take up the interests that were character- 
istic of the old south. 

Mr. Mallory said in reply to Mr. Me- 
Laurin that his opposition to the bill was 
based upon the opinion that it would not 
do what it professed to do in aiding the 
American shipping. 

Mr. McLaurin said that he himself felt 
that the bill gives too much to high speed 
vessels, and he hoped it would be 
amended. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, asked Mr. 
Allison for an estimate of the total ap- 
propriations for the next fiscal year. 

Mr. Allison said he thought a fair esti- 
mate would be $760,000,000, ; 

Mr. Cockrell, of Missouri, thought the 
tide was rising rapidly. ‘‘We are get- 
ting into a very current of expenditures,” 
he said. 

**Yes,’’ said Mr. Hale, “the tide is gain- 
ing rapidh& and before we know it we 
will have a billion dollar session instead 
of billion dollar congresses, concerning 
which we heard so much talk a few 
years ago.”’

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OUR TARS, IN CLASH 


WITH VENEZUELANS, 
ARE FORCED TO FLEE 


Washington, February 7.—Information 
has been received nere of a clash be- 
tween sailors of the United States naval 
vessel Lancaster, now at LaGuayra, Ven- 
ezuela, and the populace of that city. 
From what can be gleaned the difficulty 
is without any political significance and 
in all probability was the outcome of a 
brawl between sailors who had been en- 
joying themselves on shore } ave. 

As a result of the difficulty the Lar- 
caster’s men were forced to take to their 
small boats and return to the ship, It 
is understood that the military forces 


were not called in to take any part in 
the disturbance, although it is possible 
that the police assisted in quelling the 
fisorder. No fatal casualties are re- 
portei on either side. 

The Lancaster has a larze number of 
landsmen aboard and was sent to La- 
Guayra for temporary duty to await the 
return of the gunboat Scorpion, which 
went to Curaco to cecal. At the state 
department no information was obtain- 
able, although officials would not deny 
that Minister Loomis had communicated 
with it on the subject. 


SENATOR’ MORGAN SCORES _ 
THE SHIP SUBSIDY MEASURE 


Selma, Ala., February 7.—(Special.)— 
The following letter was received here 
today f:om Senator Morgan in reply to a 
paragraph from a newspaper in refer- 
ence to a report saying he was in favor 
of the ship subsidy bill: 

“Washington, D. ©. February 5.—Dear 
Sir: In a recent editorial in The ‘Limes 
you make the following quotation from 
tome unknown person: ‘Senator Morgan, 
who has been: classed as favoring the 
subsidy bill, has announced to his friends 
in the senate that he will oppose the 
mcasure, partly in retaliation of the re- 
publican refusal to allow a vote on the 
Nicaraguan canal] Dill.’ 

“I have not made any such statement 
end it is not expression of any opinion I 
have entertained. It is not, in any re- 
spect, a true statement. I am opposed on 
principle to the ship subsidy bill and to 
every feature of it, believeing the purpose 
and the provisions of it to be unconstitu- 
tional and unwise. 

“The question of the canal Is not one 
of actual success, but of a short intcrval 
of time. The battle for the canal has 


been fought and won and no human pow- 
er Can prevent the result. The protracted 
discussion of the subsidy bill ‘s the cause 
of delay, which h&s been very trying to 
me in the consideration and passage of 
the cana] bill, for it is the regular order 
of business next after the subsidy bill, 
and when it js reached it wiM pass with- 
out any serious delay. 

“I cannot and do not criticise any one 
for protracting debate on the subsidy 
bill, and have been studious and active 
in assisting thcre who have held the 


flor against the bill. If I do not discuss 
it, it will be for the reason that I do nut 


wish, at the present, to comment upon 
featur2s of the measure that I believe 
wil] be fatal to it, when it is questioncd 
in the courts. If the bill must pass, I 
prefer to have it in the seeds of death 
rather to assist in their removal. It is 
not safe to base criticism of any con- 
gressman’s position upon statements of 
men who do not know the facts and, in 
many ‘tnstances. are utterly reckless in 
their business of manufacturing facts.

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STEEL COMBINE MENACES 


“COMMERCE OF WORLD 


London, Febrnary 8.—All the morning 
papers comment upon the steel trust in 
the United States. “It is little less than 
@ menace to the commerce of the é¢ivil- 
ized world,’”’ says The Daily Chronicle, 
“and before it all previous trusts fade 
into insignificance. It sets the seal to 
the triumph of the millionaire.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: ~— 

“Tt is one of the most iraportant events 
that ever happened.in the American steel 
industry, and it will secure the harmony 
which was seriously threatened by Mr. 
Carnegie’s announced intention to build a 
large pipe-making plant.”’ 

The Times, in its financial article, which 
refers to the combination as the “biggest 
of even American financial deals,” says: 

“The magnitude of stock exchange op- 
erations in America and the gigantic 
deals upon which they are partly based, 
are making experienced people rather 
more cautious in entering iato commit- 
ments, for, although they still believe 
business to be sound in the United States, 


the maghitude of the operations recently 
affected, especially in the steel trust, is 
greater than any we heretofore have ex- 
perienced.’’ 

Deal Not Yet Closed. 

Pittsburg, February 7.—An official’ of 
the National Tube Company has received 
a telegram from President F. C. Con- 
verse, which stated that the papers for 
the purchase of stock of Andrew Carne- 
gie had been signed but the deal was not 
closed. ' 

Another Pittsburg man, prominent in 
steel and financial circles, received ad- 
vices from a correspondent in New York 
today which stated positively that the 
deal was under way, but had not been 
closed and probably would not be for 
about a week. The articles of agreement 
are signed, but nothing further has been 
done. This last, it is said, came direct 
from Andrew Carnegie himself on Tues- 
day night. The sale will be of the stock 
which carries the control; the bonds will 
be retained by Mr. Carnegie. 
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FIVE MEN COOKED TO DEATH. 


One of the Victims Was from South 
af Carolina. 

. San Francisco, February 7.—The new 
stamer Venture, which arrived here today 
from Philadelphia, brings news of the 
scalding to death of five of her crew and 
the injuring of five others as the result 
of the bursting of one of her steam pipes 
on January 23d.

While Robb, Farren, Desmond and Bier 
were working about the engine room when 
the main steam pipe inthe port boiler burst 
and filled the engine room with scalding 
steam. The four men could not escape 
and to their cries of agony were addcd 
those of Glass, who was caught in a 
small compartment near the boilers. The 
men were found literally cooked to death.

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Fighty-Seven Persons Are Killed 


by an Explosion in 
4 Mine 
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FRAGMENTS OF FLESH 
WERE SCATTERED FAR 


Victims Occupied . Residences Just 
Above the Mexican Mine in 
Which Explosion Occurred. 
Entire Top of Moun- 
tain Torn Off. 


a 


Chihuahua, Mexico, February 7.—Word 
has just reached here or one of the most 
terrible mining disasters that ever oc- 
curred in Mexico... An explosion in the 
San Andres mine, situated in a remote 
locality of the Sierfa Madres, in the west- 
ern part of the state of Durango, caused 
the death of eighty-seven men, women 
and children and injured many others. 

The catastrophe Was due to the explo- 
sion of several hundred cases of dyna- 
mite which, was st@fed in an underground 
chamber of the mime. Electric wires, con- 
necting with the hoisting machinery, 
passed through the room in which this 
dynamite was stoned and it is supposed 
that these wires bécame crossed, thereby 
causing a fire which set off the dynamite. 
All of the killed and injured were located 
on the surface, most of them occupying 
residences Immediately above the under- 
ground workings of the mine. The explo- 
sion tore away the whole top of the 
mountain on which the village miners 
were located, and men, women and chil- 
dren were blown into small pleces. 

Among those who were killed was 
Herman Luetsman,’the superintendent of 
the mine, and all thé members of his fam- 
ily. At the time’ of the explosion there 
were several hundred miners at work in 
the lower workings of the mine, and, 
stranze to say, none of them were serious- 
ly injured, although:they were all severe- 
ly shocked in the terrific forge of the ex- 
plosion. — 

They rushed to thé@surface through one 
of the shafts the as not filled with 
debris, and the sight.that met their eyes 
in the almost complete destruction of the 
little village is indescribable. 

The work of gathering up the fragments 
of the unfortunate victims of the explo- 
sion scattered over the mountains was 
begun, and they were placed together and 
buried in one grave. But few of the 
mangled remains were recognizable. 

Summons was sent to neighboring 
camps for surgeons to attend the injured 
and it was some time before this aid ar- 
rived. 

The San Andres mine is the most cele- 
brated silver mine in Mexico. It is val- 
ved at $20,000,000. It has produced many 
millions of dollats’ worth of ore. 


FIVE HUNDRED DIE BY FIRE. 


Awtul Loss of Life Caused by Petrp- 

: leum Conflagration. 

St. Petersburg, February 7.—A dispatch 
to The Possija from Baku says 500 per- 
sons perished in the conflagration. The 
flames are again beyond control. The po- 
lice station, ten large tenements, 500,000 
tons of mazout, 360,000 tons of naptha and 
all the Rothschild reservoirs were burned.

The cases were entered and Inspector 
Keith named as prosecuting officer. Hear- 
ing will be given at 2:30 o’clock before 
the recorder. Copies were served the 
railroad men. The section of the code 
which the gentlemen are charged with 
violating is as follows: o

Section 1795.—In any case wherein the 
owner, agent or tenant as aforesaid 
shall have been required to abate a 
nuisance adjudged by the board of 
health on a trial as aforesaid to exist 
.on his or her premises, and shall fail 
to abate the same within the time al- 
lowed by the order of the board of 
health, such owner, agent or tenant, 
as the case may be, shall. on convic- 
tion before the recorder’s court, be 
pupished by a fine not exceeding $100, 
or imprisoned at labor not exceeding 
thirty days: and each day such nuis- 
ance is continued shall constitute a 
new offense, and on trial of such a 
case before the recorder, the certificate 
of the secretary of the board of health 
shall be conclusive evidence of the 
finding of the board of the fact of the 
existence of the nuisance, and of the 
time allowed in which to abate the 
same and of tbe fact that the time 
thus allowed was reasonable and suffi- 
cient. 

The sections referred to above are in 
reference to the board of health deciding 
whether or not there exists a nuisance 
and gives the board power to hear evi- 
dence and make decisions in regard to 
same,

SOUTHERN FAST MAIL SERVICE SAVED; 
ELEMING FOUGHT THE APPROPRIATION

Washington, February 7.—(Special.)— 
The Southern fast mail appropriation 
was saved in the postoffice appropriation 
bill after the usual hard fight in the 
house today. This insures the retention 


i of the item in the bill, for the senate has 


always put it in the bill, even when the 
house struck it out. All of the members 
of the Georgia delegation except Mr. 
Fleming voted for the appropriation. It 
is for $171,000 for special mail facilities 
from Boston to New Orleans, and makes 
possible the speelal train out of New 
York and over the Southern that gives 
the business men of the south, and ev- 
erybody else in those states, the same 
fast mail facilities that are enjoyed in 
other sections of the country which are 
so thickly populated as to warrant the 
railroads putting on fast mail trains 
without any inducement from the post 
office department. The old arguments 
against this as being a subsidy were ad- 
vanced by the men who have made a 
practice of fighting it in the past, but 
the test vote, 123 to 73, showed so strong 
a majority for the appropriation as to 
practically assure an easy path for it 
in the future, so long as the postal au- 
thorities regard it as necessary and es- 


sential. 
The debate hovered about three topics 


—railway mail pay, pneumatic tubes ser- 
vina and svecial] fast mail facilities—but 


‘ 
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it bore no fruit. The amendment to re- 
duce the rate of railway mail pay was 
rulef out on a point of order, the amend- 
ment to continue the pneumatic tube ser- 
vice in New York, Boston and Philadel- 
phia was abandoned with the purpose of 
making the fight in the senate, and the 
motion to strike out the appropriations 
for special mail facilities were defeated. 

Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, spoke against 
the special mail facilities proposition. 
He said if the people of his district should 
deliberately and knowingly instruct him 
to vote for this subsidy he would throw 
down his commission and walk out of the 
house. (Applause.) 

Mr. Fleming, of Georgia, a member of 
the joint postal commission, closed the 
general debate with an argument along 
the lines of the minority report submit- 
ted by him in favor of certain modifica- 
tions and reductions in the rates of rail- 
way mail pay. 

The first vote was taken upon the 
amenu.hent of Mr. Burke, of. Texas, to 
strike out the appropriations of.. $193,000 
for special mail facilities between New 
York and New Orleans. fhe amendment 
was defeated, 73 to 123. 

The vote on the &mendment to strike 
out the appropriation of $2,000 for 
special mail facilities between Kan- 
sas City and Newton, Kan., was beaten 
without division. _The committee then 
Tose. 

The opponents of the appropriations 
for special facilities carried the fight into 


the house, where there could be a record 
vote. Mr. Swanson moved to recommit 
the bill and upon that motion he de- 
manded the previous question. As only 
one motion to recommit is In order, this 
cut off Mr. Burke, who desired to move 
to recommit with instructions to strike 
out the appropriafion for special facili- 
ties. 

The ayes and noes were demanded and 
ordered upon the demand for the pre- 
vious qustion. The previous question 
was ordered, 160 to 82. The motion to 
recommit was then defeated, 33 to 79, and 
the bil] was passed. 

The speaker laid before the house the 
certified reports of the electoral votes in 
the several] states, excepting t--ose of Col- 
orado and Tennessee.

Radical and decisive action was taken 
by the board of health yesterday morning 
to put-the union depot in sanitary condi- 
tion. The

amount of excitement until proceedings 
were stopped by order of the court. 
Under the leadership of Burtan Smith, 
Dr. B. W. Bizzell and Chief George M. 
Hope the entire force of sanitary em- 
ployees, armed with axes and shovels, at- 
tacked the old station and tore out about 
half of the flooring before a temporary 
injunction was secured against further de- 
struction. The work of tearing up the 
flooring began at 6:20 o'clock and the in- 
junction was not secured until 8 o’clock, 
while the work was still in progress, 
Permission To Relay Floor. 
Later in the morning at about 10 o'clock 
Judge Lumpkin granted the railroads per- 
mission to relay the flooring with new 
material. This decision was not objected 
to by the board of health. The orginal 
order issued by Judge Lumpkin fixes Feb- 
ruary l6th as the date ror the argument. 
This will probably mean the beginning of 


| a long legal fight to determine the ques- 


tion of the power of the board of health 
to tear away the offending portions of the 
depot. 

The story of the attack in detail offers 
one of the most picturesque and sensa- 
tional chapters in recent municipal his- 
tory. The attack was a complete sur- 
prigg to the railroad men. The board of 
health had not alowed thea slightest ink- 
ling of their plans to become known. 

Preparations for the assault began be- 
fore dawn. As early as 5 o'clock, while 
the town was shrouded in the blackness 
of midnight and a drizzling rain was fall- 
ing. thg inspectors of the sanitary depart- 
ment who had received their orders be- 
gan to gather at the city hall. Every in- 
spector of the department was present. 

Procession on the March. 

At almost the same time a long proces- 
sion began marching into town from the 
direction of the crematory. It was made 
up of a long line of carts and wagons— 
sixty in all. Acting as 
wagon train came nearly 20 men carrying 
shovels and picks and crowbars. They 
were negro laborers employed by the sani- 
tary department, 

Arriving at the center of town the mot- 
ley throng was brought into position on 
Wall street between Pryor and Peachtree 
streets, the carts and wagons were back- 
ed against the curb avd the negroes gat 
about ir huddled groups wondering what 
it all meapt. 

So, too, did the two or three belated men 
who happened to be in the depot restau- 
rant. The waiting hordes smoked ofr 
dozed under the wagons. Nothing hap- 
pened for half an hour. 

Then up Pryor street, marching it 
twos, came the inspectors headed by Bur- 
ton Smith, Dr. Bizzell and Chief Hope. 
They held a short consultation in front 
of the depot. The Jaborers were parceled 
into squads headed by inspectors and jed 
into the depot. Then the curt command 
Was given: 

‘Rip her up, men.” 

Men Warm Up To Work. 

For several minutes the men worked 
slowly, then getting warmed up began to 
work faster and with more enthusiasm. 
Great sections of the flooring were rapid- 
ly torn out by skillful and muscular arms. 
The gangs who were carrying the tim- 
bers and piling them in the street moved 
at a trot. The noise made by the singing 
negroes and their axes as the flooring was 
torn gut of position could be heard for 
several blocks and quickly drew a group 
of spectators. 

Soon a string of wagons loaded with the 
displaced planking began to move toward 
the crematory. One wagon after another 
was rapidly fliled. 

While the work of 4estiuction progress- 
ed the station master and the other depot 
attaches were at their wits’ end. They 
telephoned to every prominent railroad 
official that could be reached. 

President Wickersham, of the Atlanta 
and West Point, was the first to reach 
the seene. 

He had come up frem a trip over the 
line on the midnight train and was asleep 
in his private car when he was hurriedly 
roused and told what was being done. It 
was just twenty-five minutes after the 
work of.demolition had begun that Mr. 
Wickersham appeared on the scene. He 
was not in a pleasant frame of mind when 
he saw the working gangs and the béard 
of health officials. He called on one of 
the policemen present to stop the work 
and arresc those in charge. This the offi- 
cer declined to do. A few minutes later 
Captain Taompson, who had been stm- 
moned over the telephone, arrived. 

But after a short conversation with 
Burton Smith Captain Thompson decided 
he had no authority in the matter and de- 
clined to interfere.

With all hopes of police interference 
lost. the railroad officials, who had got in

Tennessee Senate Acts on the Charge’ 


of Bribery. 
CONCURS IN RESOLUTION 


‘Amendment To Extend’ Investiga- 
tion Concurred In by House. 


BUT AFTER A VERY WARM DEBATE 


Redistricting Committee Directed To 
Enumerate Voters of the State. 
Bill Passed Yesterday. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 7.—(Special.) 
The senate today concurred in the reso- 
lution adopted by the house yesterday, 
providing for an investigation of charges 
of bribery, after adopting an amendment 
so, as ,to iinclude an investigation of 
charges of corruption’ in the races fdr sec- 
retary of state and state librarian. The 
senate amendment was then concurred 
in by the house. | 

When the house resolution was taken 
up in the senate, a breezy discussion en- 
sued. An amendment was offered to pro- 
vide that the eommittee of investigation - 
be composed of five members, to be ap- 
pointed by the speaker of the house, in- 
stead of three by the speaker of the 
house and two by the speaker of the sen- 
ate, as provided by the original resolu- 
tion. The author of the amendment stated 
that it had been said the resolution 
contemplated the investigation of charges 
against senators and, therefore, he 
thought the committee should be ap- 
pointed by the speaker of the house. 
Other members contended that the senate 
should be represented on the committee. 

This amendment was withdrawn and 
the amendment as adopted was then pre- 
sented. The committee was authorized 
to swear witnesses, issue subpoenas and 
writs of legal process. During the discus- 
sion of the matter, Mr. Davis author of 
the first amendment adopted, said: 

+ 

“Tt makes no difference whether the 
bribery was that of gold or favor; wheth- 
er it was money paid or lucrative office 
given in reward. Let us have an inves- 
tigation all aloéng the line. I do not feel 
that the integrity of the senate has been 
bes) irched and I apply the famous words 
of Andrew Johnson, ‘no honest man will 
besmirch my character and no other 
can.* ” 

A resolution: directing the redistricting 
committee ‘to enumerate the voters of the 
state, as required by the constitution, 
from the federal census of 1900 was 
adopted. 

The house passed the bill to prevent 
the sale ‘of food mixtures containing in- 
jurious acid like formaldehyde, salicylic 
and boric acid; also the bill to require 
for.aula of composiuon and ingredients to 
be branded ‘or starnped on any article of 
food that is mixed or adulterated.

SUBSTITUTE WAS 


ADOPTED BY THEM 


Lawmakers of Alabama Have a Lively 
Debate. 


MEASURE HAD BEEN PASSED 


Fraternal Orders Were Required To 
Make Reports. 


SUBSTITUTE EXEMPTS MANY COMPANIES 


This Caused a Row by Those Orders 
That Are Compelled To Make 
Reports and Pay Fees. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The general assembly, before the 
recess, enactéd a law regulating frater- 
nal insurance orders, requiring them to 
make annual reports to the commissioner 
of insurance and to pay an annual: fee 
of $10 per year into the state treasury. 
The bill passed both houses unanimously. 
It was in terms almost identical with the 
Georgia fraternal law recently enacted, 
being the uniform bill prepared and rec- 
ommended by the national fraternal con- 
gress, which is composed of most of the 
important orders that write insurance, 
which bill is tn effect in most of the 
states. 

Prior to the passage of this act there 
was no law governing fraternal insur- 
ance cOmpanies, notwithstanding a very 
large proportion of the insuragge busi- 
ness in the state was done by these or- 
ders. During the recess a hue and cry 
was raised throughout the state because 
of the regulations sought to be thrown 


| around the’ orders and the representa- 


tives. came back intent upon the de- 
struction of the law. The result was a 
substitute, which passé@ the house today, 
exempting from the provisions of the 
act about eighty fraternal associations 
which are writing life insurance in Ala- 
bama. It is apparent tha‘, the passage 
of the substitute is inimical to the in- 
terests of the solvent fraternal orders ex- 
empted and to the fraternal system, but 
the members are acting under the in- 
structions of their local constituents and 
with some degree of reason hold them- 
selves blameless. 

Messrs. Wallace, Godfrey, Harwood and 
oth¢@rs advocated the substitute, and 
Messrs. Graves and Whitson, of the house 
committee on banking and insurance, de- 
fended the original law which already 
exempts such concerns as are not really 
and actually in the business of life insur- 
ance. 

Bill About Contracts. 

The senate passed a bill making it a 
misdemeanor for a laborer to make one 
contract and afterwards enter into an- 
other contract with a second party. The 
bill was productive of considerable dis- 
cussion. It was, however, passed. 

Another important general measure was 
a bill authorizing the county board of 
revenue and court of commissioners to 


map out and define special school dis- 
tricts In their counties. This will relieve 
the general assembly of a quantity of 
labor; as a large per cent of bills intro- 
duecd relate to special school districts. 
The bill was ~assed and hurried over to 
the house without engrossment.

PEGRAM COCHRAN ON TRIAL 


Charged With Complicity in Murder 
of Negro—Tried To Prove an 
Alibi—State Witness Ac- 
knowledged He 

| . Took Part. 


Fairburn, Ga., February 7.—The entire 
time of the court today was occupied 
hearing testimony in the case of the state 
against Regram Cochran, who Was yes- 
terday placed on trial for his life, charg? 
ed with the murder of Sterling Thomp- 
son. The state had rested its case by 12 
’ o’clock noon, and the defense consumed 
the balance of the day. Solicitor Kimsey 
is conducting the examination for the 
state and J. F. Golightly for the defense. 
Judge Candler is presiding with impar- 
tial but decisive rulings. Official Stenog- 
rapher H. L. Parry is at his post and 
taking down all the testimony. 

CHifford Thompson, the son of the mur- 
dered negro, was the first witness for 
the state. He told about the night of the 
killing, how a crowd of men came to the 
house between 8 and 9 o’clock and called 
for Sterling Thompson to come out, and 
upon his refusing they fired a number of 
times into the house and then broke down 
the r. As they did so they shot 
Thompson dead, and then began a terri- 
ble fight with witness, breaking their gun- 
stocks on his head, while he defended 
himself. Several other witnesses testi- 
fied to the explanation given by the de- 
fendant as to the cause of the wound on 
his head, to the effect that his brother 
had cut him in a fight. 

The state rested and a large number of 
witnesses were introduced by the defense 
endeavoring to prove an alibi for the de- 
fendant. The defense also introduced 
testimony to show that Shell Cochran had 
cut Regram’s head in a fight. The wit- 
nesses are all related to the various de- 
fendants now in jail. 

The defendant made his statement, con- 
fining what he had to say to an explana- 
tion of how the wound came to be on his 
head, which was along the line of the ev- 
idence of the defense, that Shell Cochran 
cut Regram on the head with his knife 
in a fight. 

Heste Makes Clean Breast. 

Briefly summed up, the defense endeav- 
ored to prove an alibi for the defendant 
and that the wound on his head was made 
by his brother. = 

After this the defense closed and the 
state in rebuttal placed on the witness 
stand L. A. Hester, one of the defend- 
ants, who made a clean breast of the 
whole affair, telling of his own part in 
the killing and the part of the defendant 
on trial. In-a straightforward manner he 
told of the trip to the negfu’s house and 
of the shooting into the house, the 
breaking down of the door and killing; 
also the fight with the young negro in 
the house. The two hats left in the 
house, he said, belonged to Regram and 
Shell Cochran. The gun bejonging to 
witness, which he used in helping to 
kill the negro, was shown him with the 
~ broken stock -nd the pleces of stock, 
which the witness identified as his own, 
and said it was broken by him after 
Thompson was killed, in the fight with 
Clifford T1nompson. The gun had been 
brought to him by Jim Hewitt, who had 
resurrected it from its hiding place. The 
witness himself fitted the broken stock 
and pieces to the barre] in the presence of 
the court and jury. While doing this the 
witness accidentally pointed the barrel 
of the gun towards Judge Candler, on the 
bench. The court looked as if he would 
retreat, until assured by Detective Hew- 
itt that {it was not loaded. The court in- 
timated that the gun had evidently once 
been well loaued, according to the use 


the witness said he had made of it. In 
reply to a question by the solicitor, the 
witness stated that when confronted with 
his own gun, which he had thought was 
safely resting at the bottom of the peace- 
ful Chattahoochee, and realizing that the 
evidence against him was strong, he made 
up his mind voluntarily to tell the truth 
about the whole matter. Witness on 
cross-examination stated that he was 
raised in Randclph county, Alabama, 
and came to this country about ten years 
ago. Witness has wife and two children. 
Nothing additional was elicited from the 
witness on cross-examination. The ef- 
fect of this evidence, together with all 
the other circumstances and corrobora- 
tive testimony was overwhelming. Link 
after link and fact after fact had already 
woven such a network of guilt around the 
defendant as to leave no doubt on the 
mind of any one who heard it of the truth 
of the affair. The evidence of the state 
has been simply overwhelming.

She Talks to Solons. 


Mrs. Nation addressed both houses of 
the legisiature tonight on the saloon traf- 
fic. She presented herself at the door of 
the house at 6:30 o'clock with the request 
that she be allowed to speak. The re- 
quest was voted upon and by a large ma- 
jority it was allowed. Some few voted no. 

“I heard those nos,” said Mrs. Nation, 
as she walked upon the clerk’s platform. 
“I wonder why those people voted that 
way. Have I ever offended you? Why do 
you object to my talking? But then. don’t 
I know that those noes come from the 
liquor traffic?’ 
re storm of laughter swept over the

“Thank God the noes are inthe minori- 
ty,’’ continued Mrs, Nation. “I come to 
you today, men, as @ woman—as a gfand- 
mother. [ come to tell you our senti- 
ments. I am glad of this opportunity to 
speak to fathers, husbands, protectors of 
wives who sit at their firesides, who know 
a woman’s heart and her interests. 

“Now, gentlemen,’’ said Mrs. Nation in 
an ‘earnest tone, “you can remedy this 
condition by knocking out the clause in 
the prohibitory law which gives the 
counjly attorney the right to summon 
witnesses, but refuses him the right to 
compe] them to testify. You would do it 
if common murderers were running loose; 
why not do it in this case? 

Forced to Smash. 


“Now, men,” she said, “I am pleading 
with you. I have been forced to do this 
smashing business. I am going to tell the 
truth to you; you have not been doing 
your duty. A good solid vote is the best 
thing in the world with which to smash 
the saloons. You refused me the vote and 
I had to use a rock. By the way, I wish 
those noes would stand up. I would like 
to see them. I think if I could talk to 
them a while I could show them their 
error. Come, now, stand up.”’ 

Some outsider who had gained a seat 
on the floor stood up amid the laughter 
of the crowd and the indignant demands 
of some of the republican members that 
he sit down or get out. 

‘‘The saloon man,’’ said Mrs. Nation, “is 
a malicious pauper. He thrives off the 
life blood of the men of this nation. Whis- 
ky makes perjurers. I would not believe 
a ioint-keeper on oath, even if it wag 
only about a dog fight. 

“Sn honest man, a true man, is the 
grandest work of God. I am telling the 
boys to smash saloons because they are 
the father of the man and should be edu- 
cated right. J tell them, smash’ the sa- 
loons or they will smash you.’’

Dutch Form of Marriage Severely 
Simple and Pastor Gave Couple 
Some Fatherly Advice. 
Church Was Thronged 
With Assembly, 


The Hague, February 7.—Queen Wil- 
helmina’s marriage to Duke Henry of 
Meckléenburg-Schwerin, who today  be- 
came Prince Heinrich of The Nether- 
lands, was a huge family affair. Al) Hol- 
land that could came to The Hague to 
participate. Those who stayed at their 
homes !n other cities and villages of the 
kingdcm celebrated with parades, dcco- 
rations ard banquets. 

Never was seen @ more beautiful and 
happy wedding. The ponular belief is 
that it is a love match, like that of Vic 
torla and Albert, and this gives a ro- 
mantic coloring to the event, which is 
generally lacking in royal marriages. 

The ceremoales were the same simple 
and unritualistic rites of the Reformed 
church by which the humblest of Queen 
Wilhelmina’s subjects are marr'e2. The 
whole spirit of the affair was plain and 
aemocratic, a'though the costly gowns 
and jewels and the showy uniforins of 
distinguished personages, high officials of 
the kingdom, the ermy and the navy anl 
representatives cf the people in parlia- 
ment and the municipalities furnished a 
regal stags? setting. 

The venerable pastor administereq to 
the bride and groom a caution that tier 
high poSitions* would not shield them 
from the common sufferings and sorrows 
of humanity. 


Winning Bride; Awkward Groom. 

Queen Wilhelmina made a very win- 
ning and human bride. She blushed and 
became confused over the ceremonial wita 
the ring, as al] brides are supposed to do; 
while her’ happiness and pride over the 
enthusiasm of her peoplo were plainly 
deeper than a mere matter of form. 

Prince Heinrich was an awkward but 
stalwart and manly figure. Kither he 
was forgetful or badly trained in the 
part, for the pastor had to give him two 
cr three hints as to how to carry him- 
self. Those sitting near enough to hear 
the responses ‘lescribe him as saying: 
‘Jah, meinherr,”’ when be should simply 
have replied: ‘‘Jah.’ 

The scene as the royal couple stood 
with clasped hands before the chaplain in 
a circle of brilliantly arrayed personages, 
including their relatives and people com- 
posing the highest families of Holland 
and the neighboring German principali- 
tiles, was wonderfully gorgeous, the 
masses of variegated coloring rendering 
more effective the blue, gold and white 
banked up against the walls of the 
church. The building itself is a cathedral 
in size, but is as plain as a quaker meet- 
ing house in its furnishings. 

Tonight the populace is like a mulIti- 
tude of happy cbildren, Thousanis 
are swarming through the prin- 
cipal streets, which are nearly 
impassable. blowing horns, siig- 
ing the national hymn, following. the 
bands and smashing hats and lanterns. 
Aged housewives and their husbands 
from the provinces are joining hanis 
with stylish city folk and dancing to the 
music of street organs. There is con- 
siderable mild hilarity inspired by wine, 
but no offensive drurkenness. Sallors, 
fishermen and fapmers wear their ucual 
Guaint costumes, and a few soldiers are 
mixing with the crowés. 


Series of Brilliant Pictures. 


The marriage was a series of brilliant- 
ly colored pictures. But the severe s‘t- 
tlicity of the Dutch form of marriage, 
which was follcwed to the letter in the 
civil contract before the minister of jus- 
tice (Dr. P. W. A. Cort Van Der Linden), 
ond in the old-fashioned religious service 
in Groote Kerk, gave it a democratic 
spirit. 

A happier surrounding no bride ever 
had. The weather was crisp, sunny and 
inspiring. Multitudes of country people, 
all prosperous and happy looking, many 
of whom wore the gala costumes which 
their ancestors for several generations 
employed for like holidays, cheered the 
big, black horses of the state carriages, 
with red and white liveried postillions, 
and the waiting escort of twelve noble- 
men in maroon and black, who were 
aligned six on each side, sitting upon 
their horses proudly with hands at at- 
tention. > 

The progress was slow, because, the pro- 
cession was frequently obliged to halt 
while the cheering populace made way. 
Green and orange decorations, with thou- 
sands of Dutch flags hanging across the 
streets, gave the route a brilliant appear- 
ance. The costuming of the crowds was 
equally highly Colored. As the young 
people passed through the streets, such 
orderly, good-natured crowds were never 
seen. Policemen and soldiers were few. 
Through a large part of the route the 
procession traversed the people were left 
to make way for the carriage as ~best 
they might, which they did with great 
cheering, laughing and squeezing. 


Queen and Dye Come. 

At 11 o'clock the Marriage party 
emerged from the palace to proceed to 
the palace of justice. Their appearance 
was announced by a cheer which was 
heard for squares away, Queen Wilhelmi- 
na passing down the steps on the arm of 
the duke, with her great, white wedding 
dress sweeping behind her, and the queen 
mother in purple and the Grand Duchess 
Maria and half a dozen ladies of the 
court following in groups, the generals 
and admirals, fairly gleaming with gold 
lace and medals, standing. at the salute 
on both sides, making a truly regal 
picture. 

The ponderous gilded coach presented 
by the people of Amsterdam was drawn 
by eight horses with orange colors. _

VIRGINIA WIL 
AULD ITS STOCK 


The Senate Finance Committee 
Makes Its Report 


STATE ADVISED NOT TO SELL 


This May Relieve Seaboard from the 
Penalty Bonds—Three Bills Re- 
ported by Committee. 
Warm Debate Over 
Suffrage. 


Richmond, Va., February 7.—(Special.)— 
The state will hardly sell its stock in the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
Radjroad Company, even should its failure 
to do. so relieve the Seaboard Air-Line 
from the penalty bonds which it was re- 
quired to post a year ago when it was 
granted a charter to build a line from 
here to Washington. The senate finance 
committee, which was directed to inquire 
Into the expediency of such sale, made its 
report today, strongly recommending 
that the state shall not sell. When the 
charter for the road to Washington was 
granted a companion bill was passed di- 
recting the sale of the state’s stock at not 
less than $200 per share. The Seaboard 
Save a guarantee of $50,000 to bid at least 
$200 a share for the stock and put up an- 
other bond of $75,000 to guarantee the 
building of the Washington line. The 
stock is now quoted at from $250 to $274 
and is risine steadily. The committee 
submitted a report’ setting forth these 
facts and reported three bills. The final 
bill is to repeal the charter of the Rich- 
mond and Washington Air-Line Railwav 
Company and to cancel and surrender the 
bond and certificate of deposit therein 
provided for; second, to repeal the -act 
authorizing the sale of the state’s interest 
in the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Po- 
tomac railroad: and third, to repeal the 
act prohibiting thea Richmond and Wash- 
ington Air Line from making further 
traffiC agreemepts with the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac. Railroad 
Company so long as the state remained 
an owner of stock therein. The bills and 
the committee report were placed on the 
calendar. 

Interesting Question in House. 

There was the warmest debate of the 
session in the senate over the question of 
whether or not the new constitution to be 
framed this summer shall be submitted to 
the people for ratification, and if so, 
whether to all the people or only those 
who under the constitution shall be en- 
titled to vote. The debate had not con- 
cluded when the senate adjourned. 

Congressman-elect Flood and Senator 
Munford led the fight for having all the 
people vote, and Senators Eggleston and 
Glass for iimiting the exercise of suffrage 
to those who will be entitled to vote under 
the new constitution. This is the last in- 
teresting fight of the session. The ques- 
tion of how far the action of the Norfolk 
convention should Influence the legisla- 
ture in this matter, and what construction 
should be placed on the convention's ac- 
tion is involved. 

Hon. E. C. Folkes introduced in the 
house today a bill providing that state 
officers to be elected next November shall 
be nominated by primary election when 
delegates to the constitutional convention 
‘are chcsen. The house refused to place 
the bill on the calendar or to refer it to 
the committee for courts of justice. but 
sent it to the elections committee, where 
it will sleep peacefully. 
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widows and orphans of the Boer soldiers 
killed in South Africa. 

In the white hall of the Palace of Jus- 
tice several high officials saw the sign- 
ing of the eontract. 

The religious edifice in which the final 
ceremony was held is a great bare struct- 
ure of gothic stype, with white vaulted 
arches. The scene when the wedding 
guests assembled was magnificent. There 
was an acre of many-colored unifdrms 
and beautiful gowns with flashing jewels 
and glittering orders of the royal per- 
sonages and nobility, and the feathers 
and Yiowers of a thousand wonderful bot- 
nets in the center. 

On one side of the church was a square 
of perhaps fifty feet of space. From the 
back rose a big, white column with an 
ancient pulpit of carved oak built upon it 
ten feet above the floor. Banks of palms 
and white lilies surrounded the pulpit and 
were arranged back of the railing. A red 
carpet covered the floor. On the same 
space before the pulpit was a rug pre- 
sented by sixty noble ladiés of Amster- 
dam, a square of crimson velvet and gold 
embroidery, with a border of the royal 
arms worked on white drapery, the dark 
blue, emblazoned orange lion rampant of 
the Netherlands. 


All Gowns Decollette. 
Surrounding the square between: the 
pulpit and the rug was a short oaken 
railing with a small table, covered with 
green velvet. On the left six chairs, re- 
served for the marriage party, faced the 
pulpit beyond the rug. Behind them were 


some twenty chairs, upholstered in leath- 
er, displaying the ilon. They were occu- 
pied by the la.ies of the court. Their 
gowns all decollette, were of emerald and 
orange, pale blue, white and pink. They 
all wore long, white gloves and necklaces 
and had feathers and jewels in their hats. 
It was a handsome array, but a richer 
display might be seen at many balls in 
New York. In the body of the church, 
directly back of them, was a block of 
handsome blue and gilt uniforms, worn 
by the officers of the court. 

In other parts of the church were sev- 
eral hundred burgomasters and aldermen 
of Holland cities, the members of the 
senate and chamber of deputieg, and the 
diplomatic corps, including the American 
minister, Stanford Newell, and General 
Pecrter, the United States ambassador to 
France. The British minister, Sir Henry 
Howard, was on his right... Dr. Leyds, 
the representative of the Transvaal, had 
the most prominent place in the row, 
with only the Spanish minister, Senor 
Raguer, between him and the British 
minister. Sir Henry Howard conversed 
with Mr. Newell during the hour of 
waiting, but never looked at Dr. Leyds. 

The galleries around the three sides 
were filled with guests, most of them 
men in evening dress. The ushers were 
court officials, in dark blue uniforms with 
gold epaulettes and broad lacings of gold 
across their breasts and down their trous- 
ers, wearing swords and carrying cha- 
peaus. 

Greeted by Roar of Cheers. 

A roar of cheers announced the arrival 
of the bridal party at half-past 12 o’clock. 
They proceeded along the Nave, through 
a lane of palms to the aisle between

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fifty feet long, which was draped with 
blue displaying the orange lion. 

Before the wedding procession en- 
tered the church the congregation arose 
and the choir of one hundred voices sang 
the words of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth verses of the first chapter of Ruth, 
the blue curtains were held aside by 
the court officials and to this music the 
perty slowly marched down the aisle. 

On the arm of Duke Henry walked the 
queen, in white silver and green, a heavy 
diamond tiara on her head, a rich neck- 
lace of diamonds on her neck, with a big 
diamond brooch on her bosom and white 
gloves to the elbows. In both hands she 
held a bouquet of lilies of the valley and 
green, red and long white satin ribbons. 

The grom wore the uniform of a Dutch 
admiral and carriéd his chapeau. 

More noble couples walked behind. 

When the party entered the chancel the 
queen and Duke Henry took the two cen- 
tral seats of six, with the duke’s mother 
on his right, a red faced, stout dowager. 
gowned in white satin trimmed with 
brown fur and embroidered with gold. 
On her right sat the Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir of Russia, a tall, bald man, with gray 
side whiskers, resembling the emperor 
of Austria. The bridegroom’s brother, a 
tall, German-looking prince, with a light 
blonde moustache, also in uniform, sat 
on the queen’s right. On his right was 
the queen’s mother. Both mothers wore 
diamond tiaras. 

The court chaplain, Dr. Van der Vlier, 
rose and offered a long prayer in earnest 
tones. Then the choir sang a Dutch 
hymn: 

“God bless you, 
Blessed be your earthly and eternal por- 
tion.’’ 
Cameras on Bridal Pair. 


The queen bowed her head low and the 
chaplain addressed the bridal couple for 
ten minutes, earnestly and solemniy. The 
only sound which marred the impressive 
scene was the sharp clicking of photo- 
graph cameras in the press gallery facing 
the royal sextet, all of whom noticed the 
disturbance and looked annoyed. The 
duke fidgeted nervously and blushed un- 
der the gaze of the congregation, hun- 
dreds of opera giasses being turned in his 
direction, 

After another hymn had been sung the 
queen and duke rose and the queen re- 
moved her right glove, disclosing an im- 
mense jeweled bracelet on her wrist. 
The queen had handed her bouquet to a 
lady in waiting, who laid it on a chair 
and arranged the folds of her mistress’ 
gown, which trailed clear across the vel- 
vet rug, with the gauzy, white veil hang- 
ing over it. Duke Henry took the bride's 
right hand in his, his left hand resting 
on the hilt of his sword. For several 
minutes they stood there, the sun stream- 
ing on them from the great windows and 
thousands of eyes fixed on them, while 
the deep, impressive tones of the chap- 
lain’s voice rang throughout the church 
as he repeated the marriage service. 

The queen stood very erect, blushing. 
Duke Henry shifted his feet nervously 
and played with his sword. Finally the 
minister held out a gold plate, from which 
the duke took a ring and placed it on the 
third finger of the queen’s right hand. 
The queen took another ring, with a slight 
fumbling. and slipped it on the same fin- 
ger of the duke’s right hand. 

Then the couple sank on their knees for 
the invocation. This ceremony had evi- 
dently not been rehearsed, oecause, at its 
conclusion. the duke started to rise and 
was almost standing, when the chaplain 
motioned him back, and he dropped on 
his knees again, turning very red and re- 
maining kneeling while another hymn was 
sung, with heads bowed low. The words 
of tais hymn were: 

‘‘Pather look upon them always in love, 
Son of the father, grant them Your 
grace.’’ 
Chaplain Advises Reyal Couple. 

Queen Wilhelmina and the duke rose as 
the wife of the chaplain handed them a 
large, blue bound Bible. in accordance 
with Dutch custom. They then walked 
back to their chairs and the audience re- 
sumed their seats with them. 

The chaplain spoke briefly again from 
the text: “Lord, lift Thou the Nght of 
Thy ‘countenance upon us.” 

“The festa] hour has arrived,’’ said the 
pastor, ‘“‘wherein the entire people has 
its share of delight. The prayer contain- 
ed in the text embodied the essential con- 
ditions for lasting married happiness 
which does not depend on eternal] things, 
but on the disposition of the heart. The 
prayer for the light of the Lord’s counte- 
nance seems to suggest some darkness 
and it is certain clouds will show them- 
selves at times in the conjugal heaven. 

“This union which we today are cele- 
brating has already demanded sacrifices. 
The husband Rad to leave his country 
and people and the pride had to leave the 
side of a dearly loved motner. In the fu- 
ture, too, obscure, the reverses of life 
wil] fall to your lot. Do not then forget 
the prayer of David, ‘Lord, lift Thou up 
the light of Thy countenance upon us. It 
will be necessary for you, if you are 
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fulfill thoroughly the duty of marriage, to 
fulfill the duty of love in your mutual re- 
lations. In that relation man is the head 
and woman is the heart. The Psalmist’s 
prayer will also be your help when you 
have to bear your mutual burdens, for in 
marriage two sinners are united,~ each 
having his and her faults. Finally, it is 
indispensible to the unity whereto you 
have been called. 

“Accordipg to the command of God, 
‘these two shall be one;’ not only love can 
form and preserve this tie. But if you 
wish this bond not to be loosened your 
hear tmust be filled with prayer.’ 

“ ‘Lord lift Thou up the lNght of Thy 
countenance on us.’ ”’ 

And the Kissing Begins. 

After the chplain’s address and after the 
nuptiai benediction had been pronounced 
the bride and bridegroom exchanged gold 
rings, according to the Dutch custom, and 
the wedding party then proceeding to the 
reception room attached to the church, 
where the queen tenderly embraced first 
her mother and then her husband. The 
queen’s mother, too, kissed the latter. The 
bridegroom then kissed his bride and his 
own mother. 

While the choir sang a hymn of Schil- 
ler’s, to Gluck's joyful music, the last 
counle of the royal family was gone from 
sight and. with a great chattering and 
handshaking the congregation noured into 
the aisles and hurried to the doors for a 
sight of the procession returning to the 
palace. 

Outside, the big state carriage, In which 
the queen’s mothertTode, with six black 
horses drawing it, was just rolling 2way 
and the military band was playing the 
‘Washington Post March,”’ while cheers 
and shouting filled the air. 


DISCUSSED THE DIVORCE LAWS 


Interesting Day in North Carolina 
House of Representatives. 
Raleigh, N. C., February 7.—(Special.j— 
In the senate the report of the commit- 
tee was unanimously adopted finding 
Stringfield, sitting member, democrat, en- 
titled to the seat from the thirty-third 
district which Stamey, republican, was 

contesting. 

The house bill to incorporate the Blue 
Ridge anti Atlantic railway passed its 
final reading, as did the bill incorporating 
the Yadkin Falls Electric Company. 

A bill was introduced in the house to 
incorporate the Eastern Insurance Com- 
pany. 

The feature of the day was the debate 
on the senate bill repealing all. divorce 
laws enacted since 1887, but granting di- 
vorces for three years’ complete aban- 
donment. A senate substitute was adopt- 
ed striking out this provision as to aban- 
donment and returning to the code of 
1883. One of the finest speeches ever de- 
livered in the house was bv’ Mr. Jenkins, 
aged .seventy-one years, and when the 
aged orator concluded his argument for 
the substitute members rushed forward 
to congratulate him and the whole house 
was in an uproar.

Decree in Case of Virginia Iron and 
Coal Company.

Tenn., to The Times, 
says that a decree was entered in the 
United States circuit court at Harrisburg, 
Va,, appointing Cornelius Shields, Bristol, 
and Henry K. McHorg, New York, re- 
ceivers for the Virginia Iron, Coal and 
Coke Company, with headquarters at 
Bristol.

Basis for Action. 

The basis for the radical step takin 
by the board of health yesterday dates 
back one. year ago, when an agreement 
entered into between the board and rep- 
resentatives of the railroads. in which 
the latter agreed to put in a granitoid or 
asphalt flooring by Dezember 1, 1900, pro- 
vided the legislature did not pass the 
depot bill. Since last December, when 
the time limit set in the agreement ex- 
pired, the railroad officials and members 
of the board of health have had several 
conferences. 

None of them resulted in anything 
definite. At the last one, held about two 
veeks ago, the railroad men set yester- 
day as the date for a meeting on which 
a definite answer shouldbe given. Fur- 
ton Smith was informed Wednesday night 
that the meeting would not be held, and 
after consulting with his colleagues de- 
cided on the action. taken yesterday 
morning. 

Following is the text of the agreement 
signed about one year ago by representa- 
tives of the railroads and the board of 
health: 

It is understood and agreed between 
the undersigned committee of the board 
of health of Atlanta and the undersigned 
representatives of the owners of the 
union passenger station at Atlanta: 

1. That the owne?s of the depot will 
prceceed immediately to improve the Pryor 
and Loyd street crossings at the east and 
west ends of the union depot, and the 
present floor of the depot, so as to place 
the same in a condition satisfactorv to 
the board of health, without changing the 
present character of construction or ele- 
vation of the depot floor, except at the 
Pryor and Loyd street ends, if required. 

2. That if by December 1, 7900, the own- 
ers ard lessees of the present union de- 
pot have not agreed upon definite plans 
for the construction of a rew union depot 
in Atlanta, or separate depots in one or 
more. places, and if the owners of the 
present depct structur6 are at that date 
in possession of the bduliding as such own- 
ers, they shall then proceed without fur- 
ther delay to construct a permanent floor 
of granitoid, asphalt or other material 
satisfactory to the board of health.

BOERS STILL RAID 
POSTS OF BRITISH 


Another Attack Is Made by Burghers 
oD Modderfontein. 


SEVERAL BRITISH KILLED 


It Is Feared That DeWet Will Soon 
Invade Cape Colony. 


TRYING TO SURROUND BURGHERS 


Lord Kitchener Has Planned To 
Round Up All the Boers Now 
in the Field. 


Cape Town, February 7.—Another attack 
on Modderfontein occurred February 2d, 
the British losing nine killed and thirty- 
one wounded. The previous attack, when 
the Boers captured 200, occurred January 
30th. 

The. official report on the invasion says: 

The anticipated invasion by Christian 
Dewet has not yet occurred, but,it may 
be only delayed. Although there is no 
considerable number, small bodies con- 
tinue to dribble across the Orange river. 
The largest of these, 200 strong, crossed 
near Bangor station five days ago, 

The report then gives elaborate details 
regarding the present disposition of the 
Boers and British in Cape Colony. 

It is announced here that the imperial 
government will advance £100,000 for the 
relief of distressed refugees. 

It is understood the British are trying 
to sweep the enemy toward Cape Colony, 
along an extensive frontage, with cavalry 
at each end, clearing everything in their 
advance, and it is said that General Kitch- 
ener is personally directing the opera- 
tions. 

From the southern districts troops are 
movipe northward in hope of catching 
the republicans between the two forces. 

Albert Cartwright, editor of The South 
African News, has been arrested for crim- 
inal and seditious libel, contained in a 
letter over the nom de plume, “British 
Officer,”’ which said that General Kitch- 
ener had secretly instructed his troops 
to take no prisoners, 

Lord Kitchener, on inquiry from the 
attorney, replied that the statement was 
a base libel, entirely without foundation, 
adding: 

‘“‘Dewet was never surrounded in the po- 
sition mentioned, but had his retreat to 
the north open. Instructions in the na- 
ture reported were never given or thought 
of. We treat enemies who have surren- 
dered with every consideration.” 

News four days old from the Doorn 
river country show that the Boers have 
a base at Calvinia. From that point they 
have sent patrols far and wide. Colonel 
DeLisle is moving toward them. He lost 
Lieutenant Clowes and one man killed 
in a skirmish with a Boer patrol. The 
‘country is wil™y mountainous. British 
horse buyers have seeured 4,000 good 
horses and 3,000 mules in the colony. 

Jan Theron, one of the peace envoys, 
hag returned to Bioenfortein after hav- 
ing been tried by Commandant Gro}elar 
at Aasvogelkop for penetrating the fight- 
ing line and bringing in Undesirable doc- 
uments.

WAR OF WORDS OVER MILL 
STILL ON AT CINCINNATI 


Cincinnati, O., February 7®-—In the 
hearing on the application for an injunc- 
tion against the Jeffries-Ruhlin prize 
fight February 15th, the defendants of- 
fered testimony today and will continue 
tomorrow. In the arguments today be- 
tween counsel] there were sharp allusions 
as to the action of Governor Nash in 
writing to the sheriff and prosecuting 
attorney regarding the proposed contest 
while it was being tried on its merits In 
the court. 

These arguments showed that the prin- 
cipal issue is whether the event of Feb- 
ruary 15th is a boxing contest or a prize 
fight. If a permanent injunction is grant- 
ed against the event as a nuisance then 
the defendants announce that they would 
deny the jurisdiction of the court. While 
Messrs. Harmon, Maxwell, Peck, Wilson 
and Hertenstein argued points at law, 
Attorney General Sheets addressed the 
court in defense of the action of Governor 
Nash, who, he said, was doing What the 
governors of all other states would do 
excépt the governor of Nevada. He said 
the |papers and all others were referring 
to the event of February 15th as a prize 
fight and the governor did not regard it 
as anything else, and, therefore, as a 
felony under the Ohio laws. 

Preachers and Women Oppose. 

The directors of the Saengerfest Ath- 
letic Assoctation testified that with the 
exception of the ministers and women and 
a very small element of professional and 
business men, they found the sentiment 
of Cincinnati almost unanimously in favor 
of the contest. They testified to the Ger- 
man press and all classes of German ovor- 
ganizations being bitterly opposed to the 
opposition to the contest. The court ad- 
mitted as evidenc® the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the various German societies 


against those who are opposing the box- 
ing contest February 15th. 

The questions propounded to directors 
of the Saengerfest Athletic Association as 
to what they knew about athletics in 
general and the rules of the marquis of 
Queensbury in particular led to scenes of 
bitter disputes today rather than to 
amusement as yesterday. It is evident 
that there is more than the usual feeling 
of opposition among the opposing counsel 
and their clients and that it will increase 
during the next two days of the hearing. 

George F. Deiterle, of the Saengerfest 
Association and vice president of the Cin- 
cinnati chamber of commerce, testified 
that he found in his business and social 
relations that nearly everybody favored 
the contest and urged the Saengerfest 
Athletic Association to proceed to the last 
extremity with its plans. He said his 
German assoctates were very enthusiastic 
for the contest and copies of the local 
German papers were admitted in evidence 
showing the action of German societies. 

Court adjourned with Dieterle still on 
the stand, 

Oklahoma Wants Fight. 

Shawnee, O. T., February 7.—Thg¢g Shaw- 
nee Fair Association telegraphed to the 
managers of the Jeffries-Ruhlin fight that 
it would give a guarantee of $25,000 for 
the fight. The dispatch said there was 
no danger of legal interference. The fair 
grounds ts neutral ground, and the di- 
rectors have a lease from the government 
for athlefic sports, with no restrictions 
only that of prohibiting the sale of liquor 


on the grounds. 

Guthrie, O. T., February 7.—Governor 
Barnes. when told of Shawnee’s guaran- 
tee of $25,000 to pull off the fight in Okla- 
homa, said: 

“No prize fight can be held in Oklahoma 
while I am governor. Prize fighting is 
prohibited by our laws and the laws will

Washington, February 7.—Chairman 
Southard, of the house committee on cotn- 
age, today received from William J. 
Bryan the latter’s view of the pending 
bills before the house making the stand- 
ard silver dollar redeemable in gold. Af- 
ter thanking the committee for the cour- 
tesy of inviting his views, Mr. Bryan said 
in part: 

“The bill has a double purpose. 

“First, to convert the standard silver 
, dollars into subsidiary coin, and second, 
to make silver dollars redeemable in gold 
‘On demand. In discussing the subject, 
| however, it will be more logical to con- 
sider the latter proposition than first, as 
| redemption is only a step toward retire- 
‘ment. 

“There is no necessity for redemption. 
The legal tender law will maintain the 
‘parity between gold coin and silver dol- 
lars so long as both can be used to an 
unlimited extent in the payment of pub- 
lie revenues and private debts. I should 
perhaps say that the parity will substan- 
tially be maintained, for local and tem- 
porary conditions may under any law put 
@ small premium upon any kind of 
money.”’ 

Premium on Silver in 1893. 

Mr. Bryan cites the premium on silver 
in New York in 1893, caused by the local 
demand for small change. He also cites 
Senator Sherman in support of. his state- 
ment. Proceeding, Mr. Bryan says:

They were pre- 
ceded by the surface road aldermen of 
New York who finished their terms in 
Sing Sing; they have heard of the Chi- 
cago aldermen whose market price is 
$10,000; Scranton has furnished the 
‘story of ten aldermen caught in the 
act; an obliging city clerk of Cleveland 
takes care of the chips for “the boys,” 
so that it is no wonder the Newport 
weaklings asked if there was anything 
in it for them.

Very Poor Object Lesson. 
The deportation of editors and the

The latest Manila dispatch tells us 
that the editors of three of the dozen 
Spanish papers are liable to be deport- 
ed to the island of Guam. Salas, the 
editor of The Diario, whose paper was 
suspended by the provost marshal, has 
been kept in custody since then. “He 
shows noindication of penitence.” His 
paper has twice before been suppressed, 
and he only resumed publication a few 
months ago. Provost General Bell 
said that the true reason for Salas’s 
action was that he was on the verge 
of financial dissolution, and, after hav- 
ing been warned, he published denun- 
ciations of the federal party’s peace ef- 
forts on purpose to be suppressed and 
then posé as a martyr. Two Spanish 
papers which‘are ostentatiously sympa- 
| thetic with Salas’s course are beirfg 
closely watched for sedition. Buenca- 
mino is endeavoring by letters and cir- 
culars to spread his ideas in the prov- 
inces. All around there is espionage 
and suspicion, presenting a very gloomy 
situation. 

It may be that this course is neces- 
sary, and we must gront that the men 
on the spot are perhaps the best judges 
as to what should be done. Never- 
theless, every Ameritan citzen must 
regret the fact that a policy of concilia- 
tion which has brought peace to Cuba 
was not foliowed in the Philippines. 
The people there would have been 
equally tractable, and more progress 
could have been made than under the 
present unwise policy of repression.

ROBERT RAYMOND REID | 
~A PICTURESQUE GENIUS 


MONG the useful public servants 
A who dignified posts of honor and of- 

ficial responsibility in our common- 
wealth during the early decades of the 
nineteenth century, the name of Robert 
Raymond Reid is proudly included. Born 
in Prince William's parish, South Caro- 
lina, on the 8th of September, 1789, while 


gia, where his preparatory studies were, 
for the most part, pursued. He was lo- 
cated at Augusta, Richmond county, he 
being a resident of that town at the 
time of his matriculation as a freshman 
pupil in the South Carolina college at 
Columbia. This was about 1803, and 
“with a tolerable supply of Latin and 
Greek,’’ as we are advised, he cast his 
scholastic fortunes with that nascent in- 
stitution, from which he graduated at 
the age of eighteen. On completing his 
collegiate course, Mr. Reid zealously ad- 
dressed himself to his training for the 
legal profession, and so painstaking was 
his application that within a few months 
he was adjudged as eligible for admission 
to the bar. 

Opening a law office in Augusta, he at 
once entered upon the practice of his 
important calling, and he was thus busily 
engaged coincidently with his elevation 
to the presiding judgeship of the Middle 
Georgia circuit. His advancement to 
that responsible post of judicial prefer- 
ment occurred in the fall of 1816, and 
from that time on until the date of his 
congressional installation he acceptably 
discharged the functions of his exalted 
station. On the 4th of March, 1819, was 
his official transfer to the national halls 
accomplished, and during two terms, or 
until the spring of 1823, did he continue 
to represent the interests of his admiring 
constituents. Alluding to the labors of 
Judge Reid in the lower house, I would 
say that he was an able debater, his 
speeches being always peculiarly effec- 
tive. One of his contemporary utter- 
ances which is deserving of mention is 
that relating to the question of slavery 
in Missouri. In this masterful effort, in 
which he fully anticipated the contro- 
versy that subsequently grew out of 
the action of congress in regard to the 
slavery in the territories, while amply 
sustaining his already well established 
reputation, he furthermore achieved fresh 
and substantial laurels of statesmanlike 
renown. | . 


Shortly after the conclusion of his con- 
gressional tenure, Judge Reid was com. 
plimented with further political distinc- 
tion. The office wherewith he was now 
honored was that of the mayoralty of 
the city of Augusta, and, as the municipal 
head of the expanding town, his minis- 
trations were most valuable. Contempo- 
raneously with the discharge of his du- 
ties as such he served as presiding judge 
of the mayor’s court of Augusta, then 
recently organized, his connection with 
both capacities not being discontinued un- 


til the early part of 18%. A few weeks 


still of tender years he removed to Geor-. 
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subsequent to his retirement, or in March 
of that year, our subject .was restored to 
the bench of the Middle rgia circuit, 
and for a space of eight weeks he satis- 
factorily verformed the functiqns as ap- 
pertaining to his important station. 

Early in 1826, Judge Reid again became 
the mayor of Augusta, and the supervis- 
ory head of the appurtenant judicial 
tribunal. After a twelve-months’ service 
as executive, he was constituted the 
judge of the newly established court of 
common pleas of that city. His identifi- 
cation with the last named office began 
in the spring of 1827, and until his re- 
gretted removal to Florida about five 
wears later his valued ministrations were 
admiringly prolonged. Late in May, 1832, 
having received from President Jackson a 
commission covering his appointment as 
United States judge for the eastern dis- 
trict of Florida, he resolved, bidding adieu 
to Georgia, to cast his fortunes with 
that picturesque byt sparselw settled ter- 
ritory. 


From the date of his anpointment as 
federal district judicial functionary un- 
til the winter of 1839—a period of seven 
years and a half—he was admirtngly re- 
tained in the official capacity which he 
had so eminently adorned. Adverting to 
this period in his interesting career, we 
record the fact that in 1838 the legisla- 
tive council of the territory passed an act 
“authorizing the people to elect delegates 
to @ convention to frame a constitution, 


preparatory to entering into a 
state form of government.” The 
sanctioned conclave was duly con- 


voked at St. Joseph, in western Florida 
Judge Reid, as one of the deputies, be- 
ing in earnest attendance. As an evi- 
dence of his widespread popularity 
throughout that isolated region, we are 
pleased to relate that he was the unani- 
mous and enlightened choice of all as- 
sembled for the office of president of 
the important convention. As the présid- 
ing officer of the stormy gathering, as we 
are told, he acquitted himself in a most 
creditable manner, and ‘that splendid 
production of human genius and com- 
bined wisdqm, the constitution of Flor- 
ida, an imperishable monument on which 
{is engraved, as in letters of brass, all 
that the world has ever done for libertv” 
(written about 1857) stands as a living 
witness to his consecrated ministrations. 
In December, 1839, Judge Reid was the 
recipient of the closing distinction of his 
busy public career. He was then regu- 
larly commissioned by President Van 
Buren as the “governor’in and for the 
territory of Florida,’’ and as such he 
acceptably remained until his unexpect- 
ed and much lamented death about a 
year and a half later. And when near 
Tallahassee, Fla., on the ist of July, 1841, 
the final summons came to Hon. Robert 
R.’ Reid, a sturdy figure was withdrawn, 
almost one-half of whose accomplished 
life had been patriotically dedicated to 
the service of his admiring countrymen.

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MOTHERS OF FAMOUS SONS. 
THEIR GREAT INFLUENCE 


LOVELY picture, dear to ail our 
A hearts, is that of the mother keep- 

ing the cradle aJog with her foo 
while her hands are busy with the tiny 
socks or the bigger socks, whose mending 
is sometimes the mother’s only touch 
upon the household understanding. But 
the mother who would keep her hand 


‘upon the growing life must learn to deal 


with other points than those at the end 
of a needle, to weave stronger bonds than 
can be made of darning cotton, and to 
sing the music to which the young new 
life keeps step after the cradle is deserted 
and lullabies have ceased to charm. 

That mothers have been doing these 
greater things all down the centuries is 
proved by the record of the noblest men 
of every nationality. The list fs so long 
that a few names which it is possibie to 
choose should be considered suggestive 
of the riches of the fleld rather than as 
illustrative of the great, amply proven 
fact that the dominant factor in most 
great lives has beefi the influence of the 
mother, 


Notwithstanding everybody’s fanffar- 
ity with her history and characteristics, 
the name of the mother of Washington 
has rightful precedence in our list. She 
was a beautiful girl, called the ‘‘Rose of 
Epping Forest.’’ She married Augustine 
Washington, a widower and a gentleman 
of high standing and noble character, of 
large property and considerable persénal 


old-fashioned colonial house on the banks 
of the Potomac, where we can fancy the 
bride covertly exploring her néw home 
and scanning the footprints of her prede- 
cessor. In this voyage of discovery she 
was arrested by a small, but rare treasury 
of books. The fly-leaf of one revealed the 
name of the owner, the first wife, “Jane 
Washington.’’ Finding the inkhorn she 
wrote firmly beneath, “And Mary Wash- 
ington,’ probably the first time she had 
written her new name. 


When she heard of the surrender at 
Yorktown she raised her hands and fer- 
vently thanked heaven that all was over. 
She had nbt seen her son for seven years. 
Now he was coming home. No word of 
“glory’’ or “honors” fell from his lips or 
hers. Yet this king among men had his 
reward. His mother had lived to wel- 
come him back! 


Abraham Lincoln’s mother, says Mrs. 
Bolton, to whose sketches we wish to ac- 
knowledge our debt, possessedl but one 
book in the world, the Bible; and from 
this she taught her children daily. Of 
quick mind and retentive memory, Abra- 
ham soon came to know it by heart, and 
to look upon his gentle teacher as the em- 
bodiment of all the good precepts in the 
book. Afterwards, when he governed 
30,000,000 people, he said: “All that I am 
or hope to be, I owe to my angel mother. 
Blessings of her memory!’ When he was 
ten years old, this saintly mother died of 
consumption, and was buried in a plain 
box under the trees near the cabin. For 
her boy the loss was irreparable. Day 
after day he sat on the grave and wept. 
A sad, far-away look crept into his eyes, 
which, those who saw him in the perils of 
his later life, well remember. , 


In the career of Phillips Brooks we have 
the tribute of a noble life to the influence 
of a noble mother. ‘“‘The son, Phillips,”’ 
says the Rev. Julius H. Ward, in The New 
England Magazine, ‘seems to have inher- 
ited from his mother the deep and earnest 
piety and intellectual strength which 
have always been his characteristics.” 
Mrs. Bolton says: “It is related that 
when scme one asked him {if he was not 
afraid when he first p hed before 
Queen Victoria, he replied, ‘Oh, no; I 
have preached before my mother.’ - 


George Peabody was a poor little grocer 
boy in a New England country store, who 
yet came to the place where he was able 
to leave $9,000,000 to the needy and the 
homeless. When he went out into the 
world at eleven years of age to earn his 


attractiens. She was brought to the large | 
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-tiful devotion to his noble mother, earned 
the name of a mother boy. 


Of Bayard Taylor it is said that his 
mother, a refined and intelligent woman, 
who taught him to read at four, and who 
early discovered her child’s love for books, 
shielded him as far as possible from pick- 
ing up stones and weeding corn, and kept 
him frém the hard work of farm life by 
claiming his help in rocking the baby, 
that thus she might be free for other 
household tasks. ‘ 


Henry Ward Beecher says of his moth- 
er: “I have only such a remembrance of 
her as you have of the clouds of ten years 
ago, yet no devout Catholic ever saw so 
much in the Virgin Mary as I have seen 
in my mother, who has been a presence 
to me ever since I can remember. Do you 
know why so often I speak what must 
seem to some of you rhapsody of woman? 
It is because I had a mother, and if I 
were té live a thousand years I could not 
express what seems to me to be the least 
that I owe to her.”’ 

She studied literature and history while 
she spun flax, tying her books to the 
distaff. She wrote and spoke the French 
language fluently, painted on Ivory, sang 
and played on the guitar, and was an ex- 
pert with her needle. So meager was the 
salary for the increasing household, only 
$400 a year, that she started a select school 
in which she taught French, drawing, 
painting and embroidery, beside the high- 
er Engtish branches. 


Of Wendell Phillips, it is said that his 
love for his mother was a passion. “Her 
earliest gift to him,’’ says Carlos Marty, 
‘was a Bible. Her one counsel for him 
was, ‘be good, do good.’"’ From her 
knowledge and common sense in political 
and mercantile affairs, he judged that 
other women must be able to take part in 
the world’s work and therefore through 
life he asked for them an equal place in 
home and state. : 


The mother of the distinguished scien- 


tist, Thomas A. Edison, says a re- 
cent biography, was a woman of 
sweet and. strong individuality, equip- 


ped with a solid, if unpretentious ed- 
ucation, and endowed with rare abilities 
as a teacher. She was eminently quali- 
fied to deal with the plastic mind of her 
gon, ans it was to her judicious efforts, 
rather than to those of his father, that 
Edison owed that early impetus which 
gave such admirable scope and direction 
to his dawning powers. Under her guid- 
ance, at the age of twelve, Edison was 
wading through such ponderous tomes as 
Burton’s “Anatomy of Menalcholy,’”’ Gib- 
bon’s “‘Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire.” 


It was Samuel Johnson's mother to 
whom ne said in his last letter: “You 
have been the best mother, and, I believe, 
the best woman in the world. I thank you 
for your indulgence to me, and beg for- 
giveness of all that I have done ill, and of 
all that I have omitted to do well.” It 
was to defray her funeral expenses that 
in the evenings of one week he wrote 
“Rasselas,” for which he received $500. 


It was Gartbaldi who says of his mother, 
a@ woman of humble station: “She was a 
model for mothers. Her tender affection 
for me has, perhaps, been excessive; but 
I do not owe to her love, to her angel- 
like character, the little good that be- 
longs to mine? Often, amidst the most ar- 
duous scenes of my tumultuous life, when 
I have passed unharmed through the 
breakers of the ocean or the hailstorms of 
battle, she has seemed present with me. 
I have, in fancy, seen her on her knees be- 
fore the Most High—my dear mother!— 
imploring for the life of her son, and I 
have believed in the efficacy of her pray- 
ers.” “Give me the mothers of the na- 
tion to educate, and you may Ajo what 
you like with the boys,’” was one of his 
favorite maxims.

The mother of Napoleon Bonaparte 
was the mother also of twelve other chil- 
dren, eight of whom were living wheg she 
was left a widow, at the age of thirty-five. 

Napoleon said of her: “She managed 
everything, provided for everything with 


| a prudence which could neither have been 
expected from her sex nor from her age. 


She watched over us with a solicitude un- 
éxampled. Every low sentiment, every 
ungenérous affection, was discouraged 
and discarded. She suffered nothing but 
that which was grand and elevated to take 
root in our youthful understandings. She 
abhorred falsehood, and would not tolerate 
the slightest act of disobedience. None 


of our faults were overlooked. Losses, — 


privations, fatigue, had no effect upon 
her. She endured all, braved all. She 
had the energy of a man, combined with 
the gentleness and delicacy of a woman.”’ 
Such was Napoleon's love for her that he 
confessed to his friend, when in exile at 
St. Helena, that in all his vicissitudes, 
once only had he been tempted to suicide, 
from which he was saved by a loan of a 
sum of money from a fYfend, which sum 
he sent at once to relieve the distress of 
his mother.

Leaders in the movement hav been ¢con- 
sidering such a plan for months and 
finally, coming to the conclusion that a 
union will be greatly to the benefit of the 
clerks, the matter was agitated and re- 
sulted in the petition for organization.

She and Her’ Husband Left Last

Mrs. Jack Garner and her husband 
have again become reconciled and de- 
spite the fact of her fecent escapade, are 
now together, and last night left foF the 
home of her motfier, in Norcross. 

Mrs. Garner is very ill, but before leav- 
ing for Norcross last night she and her 
husband were Interviewed by a represen- 
tative of The Constitution. Mrs. Garner 
told of her trip, and her husband express- 
ed faith in her entire innocence and as- 
serted with her that sie was in no way 
connected with Dr. Thomas Phillips, the 
third ward city physician, who left the 
city at the same time Mrs. Garner did. 

Last night Mrs. Garner was at the res- 
idence of Mrs. Head, 25 Houston street, 
and when the representative of The Con- 
stitution called, sakl she was almost too 
ill to see any one, buf that on account 
of the fact she wished to correct the 
many rumors afloat about her, would 
make a statement. In her talk she denied 
lTraying any knowledge whatever of Dr. 
Phillips, saying she had not heard of him 
since leaving Atlanta other than whdt she 
had read of him. She stated that she had 
been In New Orleans since the time she 
left the city. 

“The day I left Atlanta,” she said, “my 
mihd was in a perfect cloud, and since 
that time it has been so. It seems that 
Some great, terrible, mental disability has 
just thoroughly destroyed all my reazon- 
ing powers and all control of myself. I 
do not remember how or why I went to 
New Orleans, but I know I did, and that 1 
reached Atlanta yesterday at 11:30 o'clock 
upon my return. Where I stayed in the 
city I do not know, nor what I did. 

“I am perfectly innocent of any wrong, 
and am not in,any way connected with 
the disappeararce of Dr. Phillips: In fact, 
I know absolutely nothing of him,” nor 
have heand anything of him since I left 
Atlanta, I have always been true to my 
husband, and am now glad to be with 
him again.”’

King Victor Emmanuel Has a Gor- 


dian Knot to Solve. 


Rome. February 7.—Signur Saracco ten- 
dered the resignation of the cabinet this 
morning. 

King Victor Emmanuel will corisult with 
the president of the senate and chamber 
of deputies and the various party leaders 
today. and tomorrow before designating a 
new premier. He is confronted with a 
task of vreat difficulty, owing to the 
chaotic conditions of the parliamentary 
parties. The majority which defeated the 
government yesterday consisted of a

By Cheering of Spectators. 

London, February 7.~King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra and other members of 
the royal family arrived in London at 4 
o'clock this afternoon. They drove in 
four open carriages over the same route 
Emperor William of.

Others ascribe it to a desire to avoid tak- 
ing a part in the debate on the naturali- 
zation clause in the twelfth section of the 
constitution. Prior to his resignation Gen- 
eral Rivera held the deciding vote on the 
question, the convention standing 16 to 15. 

His resignation and the appointment of 
a substitute put a new complexion upon 
affairs and the supporters of General 
Gomez now claim that they hold the bal- 
ance of power. 

The debate on the question of provis- 
lohal government was continued today. 
Sections 18 and 19 were accepted. Amenda- 
ments were made giving the provisional 
governors power to suspend mayors for 
infraction of the constitution or the laws 
of the provinces. The delegates expect 
to complete their work Saturday.

Search was made for the Cavender 
named in the telegram, but without suc- 
cess. Rev. J. R. Speck was then written 
the facts, ami asked to throw as much 
light as possible on the mystery. He has 
replied in the following written state- 
ment: 

“At Asbury parsonage, Atlanta, at 10 
o'clock Saturday night, March 1, 1899, I 
performed a marriage ceremony for C., T. 
Cavender and Miss Lou Pierce. I was 
asked to hold the Hetnse for five months,

as she had suddenly been called home 
to South Carolina; would leave at 12 
o'clock that night, and would not be back 
in five months. I finally consented to hold 
the license five months, I saw him several 
times subsequently, and inquiring if the 
bride had returned, was informed that 
she would be in Atlanta within a few 
days of the time specified. They both 
seemed chéerful and happy. There ap- 
peared to be no coercion on the part of 
either. Wallace Carter and two negro 
men witnessed the ceremony. My sus- 
picions were aroused when Mr. Cavender 
sent for me to come down on Magnolia 
street and marry him. I refused and told 
the two negro boys he sent that the par- 
ties would have to come to the parsonage. 
They came, the negroes with them, and 
the latter wouki have come in the house, 
but I made them stand on the portico. 
Cavender said he did not want the young 
lady to leave until she was his wife. Her 
long absence was a strange thing to me. 
I can hardly think it was a forced mar- 
riage by him, as she seemed perfectly 
willing, and could have appealed to me 
for protection. I do not know either of 
them personally.’’

ment that the marriage was performed 
under unusual circumstances, and it also 
appears that the woman was unacquaint- 
edi with the fact that the marriage was re2 
corded. 

Just what part the South Carolina trip 
played in the affair and the whereabouts 
of Cavender are, of course, open to spec- 
ulation.

Mayor Mims replied that it would afford 
him pleasure to hear what the citizens 
had to say about the matter and set 
Monday morning at 10 o'clock as. a time 
when he would be glad to hear what rea- 
sons were to be advanced why the fran- 
chise should be s~~roved. 

This delegation which called on the 
mayor in a body was composed of Charles 
T. Hopkins, Thomas Peters, L. B. Nel- 
son, J. C. Kline, T. H. Williams, W. 
8. Thomson, L. C, Hopkins, W. D. Har- 
well, H. B. We~ Dr. T. H. Kenan, Pro- 
fessor E. C. Crichton, Dr. H. L. Wilson 
and others. 

The mayor explained that the paper 
passed by council and concurred in by 
the aldermanic board had not reached 
him, but when !t did he desired an op- 
portunity of considering it. He has de- 
clined to state whether or not he would 
approve or veto the franchise. 

The franchise, it may be remembered, 
was introduced as a substitute to the com- 
mittee’s report and recommendation and 
was for a term of nearly fifty years. 
Mayor Mims, in his inaugural address, 
stated he was opposed to granting fran- 
chises for mor than twenty-one years. 

Paper in Aldermanic Board. 

When the aldermanic board met yes- 
terday afternoon at 3 o'clock all of the 
members were present except Alderman 
Pierce. He came in, however, in a few 
minutes after Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson 
called the board to order. Several mat- 
ters were disposed -f and then Clerk 
Campbell announced that he had the 
franchise for Forrest avenue, which had 
been adopted by council. 

Alderman Welch stated that in order 
to have the matter attended to strictly 
according to the rules, he moved that the 
rules be suspended for the purpose of 
waiving the reading of the ordinance. 
His position was sustained by a unani- 
mous vote. Alderman Kilpatrick then 
moved to concur in the action of council. 
This was immediately s@conded and a 
viva voce vote was taken. There was not 
a dissenting voice. 

As soon as Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson 
announced that the action of council had 
been concurred in, the citizens of Forrest 
avenue who had advocated the granting 
of this franchise and who had attended 
every meeting of the street railway com- 
mittee when there was a possible chance 
of this matter being considered, began 
to leave the council chamber. 

They congregated about the ‘elevator 
shaft just outside the chamber and then 
in a body mounted the stairs to the 
mayor's office. Mayor Mims appeared at 
the door of his office opening on the 
corridor and invited the delegation to 
enter. The delegation was such a large 
one, however, that it was decided to go 
into the committee room adjoining the 
mayor's office. 

When all had been seated the mayor 
came into the room and took a seat 
at the large table. Mr. Hopkins explained 
that the delegation was part of the com- 
mittee appointed by the fourth ward 
citizens to urge council to give them 
street car facilities on Forrest avenue. 
He said the aldermanic board had just 
concurred in the action of council in pass- 
ing the franchise and they desired to 
ask that the mayor give his approval. 

Mr. Hopkins said further that the mem- 
bers of the delegation had no wish to 
occupy the mayor’s time then, but would 
like to be heard when convenient. Mayor 
Mims then stated he would be glad to 
hear from them on Monday morning, and 
the delegation then withdrew. 

Routine of Board Meeting. 

The ordinance introduced by Council- 
man Longino several weeks ago provid- 
ing for a police matron was held over 
until the next meeting of the board, Al- 
derman Welch stating he thought the ordi 
nance should be amended so as to allow 
the police board to elect a person for 
this office instead of council. 

The board concurred in the Hill reso- 
lution calling for the purchase of a flag 
for the city hall, and algo concurred in 
the action of council in establishing a 
park near the Davis street school, as 
provided for in a resolution introduced 
by Councilman Fincher at the last meet- 
ing of council. 

Several other matters were concurred in 
and the board adjourned after having 
been in session about an hour.

MICHIGAN MAN WANTS TO 
MARRY COUSIN AND’ NIECE 


S COOK, it seems, is looked upon as 
an encyclopedia of everything per- 
taining to or connected with the laws and 
the records of Georgia. He is exempt 
from no question, and with his usual 
courtesy he answers them all to the 
best of his ability. 

The most recent query that has been 
fired at the secretary of state and from 
long range, too, is one pertaining to the 
marriage laws of Georgia. It appears’ 
that a man out in Michigan wants to 
marry “a girl who is both his own first 
cousin and his niece. and he is hunting 
around over the country for a state in 
which, he can have the ceremony per- 
formed without any legal entanglements 
afterwards. “he following is the letter 
received yesterday by the secretary of 
state: 

Nawaygo, Mich., February 4, 190!.—Dear 
Sir: I wish some information regarding the 
marriage laws of your state, Georgia, and 
wonder if I could get a copy of same. The 
case I have in view may not be a regular one, 
so I will state it and ask if such parties can 
be legally married in Georgia. The contract- 
ing parties are cousins, also he its her uncle. 
Their fathers were own brothers, while he, the 
intended bridegroom, is half brother of the 
girl’s mother, making them very close blood re- 
lations. Thanking you in advance for your 
trouble, I inclose stamp for an early reply. 
Yours sincerely, MRS. M. P. WILSON. 

Attorney General Terrell was consulted 
and he thought the proper reply to send 
would be the section of the code relat- 
ing to marriages where consanguinity 
determines the prohibition. He was of 
the opinion, however, that it would be 
unlawful for a man to marry his niece 
in Georgia. As there is no such prohibi- 
tion in the state of Louisiana, however, 
the following reply was sent: 

My Dear Madam: Replying to yours of the 
4th instant, the laws of Georgia would pro- 
hibit the marriage of the parties you mention.

f, however, each is to the other ‘‘the only 
pebble,’ thefr hearts’ desires may be consum- 
mated in Louisiana, I think. Yours respect- 
fully, PHILIP COOK, 
Secretary of State. 

The laws of Georgia prohibiting mar- 
riages on account of consanguinity refer 
specfically to the Levitical decrees which 
decrees are addressed to the male. They 
specifically prohibit a man from marry- 
ing his aunt on. either side, but nothing 
is said against a man marrying his 
niece. 

There is a difference of opinion at the 
capitol as to whether the laws of Geor- 
gia thus figured out prohibit the mar- 
riage of a man and his niece. The attor- 
ney general thinks the other side of the 
proposition that a man cannot marry 
his aunt, namely that a woman cannot 
marry her uncle, is equally prohibited. 
There are others at the statehouse who 
consider that the ar>lication is to the 
mar alone and th’ it simply prohibits 
him from marrving his aunt, while there 
is nothing to prohibit him from marrying 
his niece. 

In the foregoing case the intended 
bridegroom is both the first cousin and 
the uncle of the intended bride. There is 
no law against the marriage of first 
cousins in Georgia, but the question of 
uncle and niece seems in doubt. In the 
case stated tl- mar is practically the 
half uncle to the intended bride by virtue 
of the fact that her mother is his half 
sister. In order that there may be no 
future doubt, however, it would seem 
that Secretary Cook’s replv that Louisi- 
ana is the best state for the proposed 
nuptials is the safest, for that state has 
no laws against the marriage of persons 
closely related. 

It is said there is a case in Atlanta of a 
man who married his own niece in New 
York, brought her here, and they are 
now living together here as man and 
wife. ‘Such a case, however, it is stated, 
would not: be affected by the section of 


the code relating to this subject.

Supposed Kidnapers Try To

THE REWARD |S WITHDRAWN 


Father Will Not Pay $506 for Son’s 
Return—Missing Boy Believed

Captain N. H. Frazer, father of Bass 
Frazer, who was kidnaped, in Atlanta 
some weeks ago, announces the with- 
drawal of the $500 reward for his son’s 
return, but will reward any information 
as to his present whereabouts. This ac- 
tion of. Captain Frazer would seem to be 
that he has some clew concerning the 
fate of his son that he believes will lead 
to the recovery of the latter. 

It is hardly probable that he would 
withdraw the reward under any other cir- 
cumstances. According to a special dis- 
patch to The Constitution from Mont- 
gomery, it seems that another effort has 
been made to extort money from the 
Frazer family, either by the kidnapers or 
fakirs who represented themselves to be 
the abductors of the missing boy. Who- 
ever they were their plans fell through 
and they did not appear to ciaim the 
money at the spot they had designated.

Montgomery, Ala., February 7.— 
Special.)—There is reason to believe 
that Bass ft razer’s kKidnapers have 
been in Montgomery within twenty- 
four hours. Yesterday afternoon Hix 
Frazer, his brother, wno recently gave 
up in Atianta go0u for the prom.sed 
delivery of the kidnaped boy, reported 
to police headquarters here that he 
had received anotner letter from the 
kidnapers, in which they stated that 
Bass Frazer was ill, intimated that 
they would be glad to get rid of him 
and that for $0 they would deliver 
him alive. The anonymous letter pro- 
posed that if $800 was left in a sack in 
the corner of Alabama and Decatur 
streets Bass Frazer would be sent 
hume. The letter gave explicit instruc- 
tions as to how and where to deliver 
the sack of money..

“ "Without women, thé beginning of life 
would be he!lp-ess, the middle of life with- 
out pleasure, and the end without conso- 
lation.’ 

“We may add that. without wémen 
newspapers would be dull, books and 
plays without plots. Hfe without surprises 
and death as free from sting as any gen- 
tie butterfly. 

Of Interest to Women. 

WELVE nationalities were repre- 
a. sented by the 152 students of the 

American College for Girls, at Con- 
stant.nople, last year, writes the editor of 
the woman's department of The Chicago 
Times-Herald: 

“Of these Armenians predominate, 
Greeks, Bulgarians and Turks ranking 
next in number. Two were Americans. 
The girls of the college are Interested in 
various forms of philanthropic work. 
Flowers are sent regularly by the Chris- 
tan association to the city hospitals. A 
Japanese entertainment, by which $65 
was gained by thé alumnae endowment 
fund, was one of the events of the year. 
Among the other work accomplished was 
the raising of $176 by the Armenian society 
of the college for the support of an or- 
phan girl, and $66 by the Merry Society. 
This institution is the only college for 
women in this part of the orient,. and it 
is. the strongest one east of England and 
south of Russia. It draws its students 
from Greece and Albania on’ the west, 


on the east, Egypt .and Sgria on the 
south, and Russia, Roumania and Bulga- 
ria‘ on the nofth. So far as cireum- 
stances will permit, the standard of the 
scholarship has kept in Hne with other 
American colléges, and its diploma has 
been accepted by two European univer- 
sities. . 

“Canadians who know the facts of the 
case have been much amused by a story 
recently published in an eastern paper 
regarding the movement said to be con- 
templated by Lady Minto, wife of the 
governor general, in opposition to the 
Victorian Order of Nurses. This order 
was establisiied by Lady Aberdeen, when 
she was in Cahada, to commemorate the 
diamond jubilee of Queen Victoria, and 
the facts which prove Lady Minto’s in- 
terest in’ the Victorian Order of Nufses 
are that before coming to Canada the 
countess expressed to Lady Aberdeen a 
desire to further the affairs of the order 
for the relief of the sick and suffering. 
Since her residence tn Canada she has 
more than kept her word, and has never 
failed to attend the meetings of the board 
of governors. Lady Minto has also inter- 
ested herself directly in the work of the 
local associations, and instituted house to 
house collections for the work in Mon- 
treal, Toronto and Ottawa. The treas- 
urer of the central board recently receiv- 
ed a substantial check as a Christmas 
gift from Lady Minto. At the present 
time Lady Minto ig doing all in her 
power to promote the erection of cottage 
hospitals in the unsettled districts of 
Manitoba, but inst of being in oppo- 
sition to the Victorian order, nurses for 
these hospitals are to be supplied entirely 
from that organization.”’

Many Confederate Veterans Who Do 
Not Draw Pensions. 


THERE ARE 2,000 IN THE STATE 


-_--—-_-—_-—_ 


More Than Enough Entitled To Ad- 
mission to Soldiers’ Home Like- 
ly To Be Secured. 


General Clement A. Evans and Captain 
“Tip’’ Harrison think there Is no doubt 
that there will be enough applicants for 
admission to the soldiers’ home who can 
be admitted under the jaw to fill the home 
comfortably during the present year. 

As has. been stated, most of those ent!- 
tled to pensions have drawn them, and 
none of these can be admitted this year. 
Notwithstanding this; General Evans 
thinks there are about 2,000 veterans in 
the state who do not now recéive pen- 
sions, éither on account of the fact that 
they have never been able to fully perfect 
proof of their services to the confeder- 
acy, or pecause they are on that portion 
of the list which has never been reached 
on account of insufficiency of the pension 
fund. ' 

Out of these 2,000 it will not be difficult 
to find one hundred or more who will de 
giad to enter the home, and it is expected 
that nuferous applications from veterans 
qualified to enter will be received by 
President W. L. Calhoun, of the board 
of trustees, within the next few days. 
President Calhoun now has on hand more 
than forty applications, and it is stated 
all of these appear to be qualified for ad- 
mission, at least, none of them have re- 
céived pensions during the present year. 
Under the law only forty are required 
before the home can be opened, and it is 
expected that the board will be able to 
admit nearly double that number at its 
next session, which wil] be held in a few 
days.

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NEW OFFICERS GET 
FULL MONTH'S PAY 


Opinions of City Attorneys Cause Queer 
Complications. 


NEW WARRANTS ARE DRAWN 


Old Officers Received Extra Pay on 
Anderson’s Opinion, 


ATTORNEY MAYSON’S OPINION DIFFERED 


He Held That City Officers Were 
Elected at a Yearly Salary and 
Should Get It. 


A conflict of opinion “between former 
City Attorney Anderson and City Attor- 
ney James L. Mayson has resulted in an 
interesting state of affairs at the city 
hall. 

Prior to January 7th last, the city was 
governed in its legal acts by the opinion 
of Judge James A. Anderson, then city 
attorney. After that date the opinion 
of present City Attorney Mayson has pre- 
vailed. And just at this juncture the com- 
plications arose. 

All the new officers at the city hall 
were elected to begin their official duties 
on the first Monday in January. Accord- 
ing to the calendar this year the first 
Monday was the 7th day of the month. 
The old officers had servéd up to the timé 
the new ones assumed their duties. 

Former City Attorneqy Anderson held, 
in an opinion handed down some wéeks 
ago, that these old officers were clearty 
entitlea to a full week’s pay for their 
services. And on that opinion the city 
comptroller was required to draw war- 
rants for amounts aggrégating between 


$250 ani $300, 

The gentlemen thus affecte€d were the 
former mayor and his secretary, the form- 
er city attorney, bis assistant and the 
investigator, the city marshal, his deputy, 
the commissioner of public works and his 
deputy, 

These officers went out of office off the 
first Monday to make way for the men 
elected to succeed them. The new officers 
were in office for the balance of the 
month—three weeks in all—and when sal- 
ary day arrived each was to be paid only 
for three weeks. City Attorney Mayson 
ani Assistant Attorney Hill demurred at 
this. 

Mr. Mayson he:d that all new officers 
were elected for a term of years and were 
to be paid so much a year, whether they 
were paid montiily or yearly. To pay 
them only three weeks’ salary would, he 
thought, not be exactly the proper thing. 
and although he has not as yet handed 
down a written opinion covering the mat- 
ter, it was considered very good law by 
many of those at the city hall. 

The mayor was acquainted with the 
status of affairs, and on the opfinfon of 
the present city attorney, the comptroller 
was instructed to draw warrants giving 
each of the new officers one-twelfth of a 
year’s salary. In this manner each re- 
ceived a full month’s pay and was not 
overdrawn in his account with the city. 

It seems that some of the new officers, 
when they heard of Judge Anderson's 
opinion, stated they wére perfectly will- 
ing to accept three weeks’ pay and glad 
to get it, but when the present city at- 
torney presented his opinton, thi@se same 
officers were equally as willing to abide 
by his decision, Titty therefore came for- 
ward, stafing that if they were entitled 
to a month’s salary, they certamInly would 
not make any objections if matters took 
that course, 

It now develops that the former officers 
who were paid for the first week in Jan- 
uary may be requested to refand the 
money, the opinion being that they were 
elected to office at a yearly salary, re- 
ceived it and are not entitté@ to éxtra 
money. If they object to this procedure, 
it is not known what course will be 
taken. 

In the meantime there are warrants out 
for the money paid the new officers and 
the finance committee will have to deter- 
mine from what department it shaT be 
taken. Altogether the entirg m&tteF has 
been the cause of considerable interest in 
city hall circles,

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“The recent talk about the code duello 
and the field of honor,” said an oldtime 
southern gentleman at the Kimball yes- 
terday, “has recalled to me the story of a 
famous duel that was fought in France 
years ago. The duel occurred in 1808 and 
‘there has never been another like it, for 
it was fought up in the air, comDatants 
being in balloons. 

*“As I remember the story, the princi- 
pals were’ M. de Grandpere and M. Le 
Pique, who had quarreled about Mlle. 
Tirevit, a famous actress in those days. 
M. Le Grandpere was the challenged par- 
ty and he stipulated that the fight 
should take place from balloons. The 
conditions were accepted and on the day 
appointed Le Grandpere and his second 
entered the car of one balloon and Le 
Pique and second entered the car of the 
other in the garden of the Tuileries be- 
fore an immense crowd of spectators. 

‘When all was ready the ropes were 
cut and the balloons shot upward to a 
distance of about half a mile above the 
earth. At that great height they were 
only about fifty yards apart. When the 
balloons had risen to the height men- 
tioned the signal was given to fire. M. 
Le Pique shot first, but missed. Le 
Grandpere then took careful aim and the 
bullet from his gun pierced the balloon 
of his opponent, which immediately col- 
lapsed and began to descend with fright- 
ful velocity. Not a sound was uttered 
by Le Pique and second as they rushed 
down to death and\both were dashed 
to pieces when the car struck the ground. 
The balloon of the victor continued to 
ascend and Grandpere came back to 
earth some distance. from Paris. 

“I thought of this balloon duel during 
the recent nistol and coffee talk in At- 
lanta, and I had made up my mind to 
suggest that the same method be adopted 
if it proved impossible to settle the dif- 
ferences by amicable methods. .

People 
would have flocked to Atlanta from all 
over the country to witness the battle 
in the air It would have taken rank 
with the famous ‘battle above the clouds’ 
which was fought at Lookout Mountain 
during the civil war.’’

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STATE LABOR CONVENTION 
- TO BE CALLED NEXT WEEK 


Cc. C. Houston, secretary of the State 
Federation of Labor, will issue a call in 
about ten days for the state labor con- 
vention. The convention will be held in 
Columbus this year and the eall will 
name the third Wednesday in April as 
the date for the meeting. 

The call will be sent to all the labor 
unions in Georgia and the indications 
point to one of the largest and most im- 
portant meetings known in the history of 
the federation. Mr. Houston states that 
in the neighborhood of four nundred dele- 
gates are expected to be present, and he 
says that Columbus Is making great 
preparations to entertain them, while 
guests of that city. 

The state federation is 
a political body and at the annual con- 
vention the policy of labor in reference

to political questions affecting the labor- 
ing people is shaped and plans are adopt- 
ed looking to the successful carrying out 
of that policy. This is the only labor 
organization in Georgia that permits poll- 
ties to enter into its deliberations. The 
manner of the fights to be waged in the 
legislature and in other sources is mapped 
out in the conventions and these annual 
meetings are always anticipated with a 
great deal of interest by the laboring peo- 
ple.

Building Occupied by No. 3 To Be 
Torn Down. 


PLANS ARE S8EING DRAWN 


New Structure Will Be a Two-Story 
Brick Building. 


CITY COUNCIL APPROPRIATES $6,000 


House Will Be Modeled After That 
Occupied by Fire Engine House 
No. 8 on Church Street. 


Plans are now being drawn for a ncw 
fire engine house to be built on the present 
site of engine house No. 3, at the corner 
of Marietta and Latimer streets. 

It is expected that the old house will 
be torn’down and work on the new one 
commenced within a month. Council has 
appropriated $6,000 for the new’ building 
and Fire Chief Joyner says it will be 
one of the best in the city when finished. 

According to the plans contemplated 
the new engine house will be modeled 
after the building occupied by No, 8, on 
Church street. That buildirmg is consid- 
ered one of the most comfortable and 
best appointed fire engine houses of the 
department. 

The new house will be two stories hi¢h 
and built of. brick. While the old one Is 
being torn down and the new one erect- 
ed, it is probable that the apparatus and 
men of No. 3 will be quartered in a build- 
ing on Marietta street not far from the 
site of the present building. 

This structure was erected a number 
of years ago and has long been considered 
in poor condition. Council decided that 
it would be best to tear it down and 
erect another, and appropriated a sum for 
that particular purpose. As soon as the 
plans are completed and accepted the 
work of demolishing the old house will 
begin.
